The following is my Report for the year 1888. 

The Gallery was open to the public from the 1st January till the 31st of December, 
with the exception of the month of October, during which it was closed as usual for 
general cleaning, &c. 

The following is the number of persons who visited it during that time : —

(Of whom 25,160 attendances were on Sundays.) 

By payment, ......... 1,680 

Students’ attendances were . . . . . . .1,551 

The number of catalogues sold was 354. 

The number of new students admitted to copy was 25, of whom 17 were ladies and 
■8 gentlemen. 

The first charge upon the vote for purchase was the balance due for the picture by 
-Jacob Ruysdael and T. De Keyser, £299.
